Srr,—I beg to draw public attention to 
what is obviously a most unjustiliable tairiíf— 
that on dispensing and other bottles used as 
containers for medicinal and toilet prepara: 
tions. Abdut t&b'yéara' ago a tanff of 35) 
per cent, was imposed,on all,empty botties 
entering the Saorstat, So far as porter Lottivs 
and other bottles’ of rougher grade are con- 
cerned, I believe the, tariff has served its 
purpose in promoting a demand for the heme- 
aie ale The finer-grade bottles, how- 
ever, cannot be made in the Saorstat except 
at an impossible price, and no Irish manu- 
facturer het attempted, or ls in the least 
likely to attempt, to make such _ bottles. 
Surely any intelligent citizen, be he free 
trader or protectionist, will agree that the 
imposition of & tariff on an article which 
cannot be produced economically at home is 
unsound economic policy. 

We have in the Saerstat at least one firm 
making an excellent quality of lvsol. This 
article is in competition with British and 
German brands. The Irish firm pays 33! 
per cent tariff on its bottles, bec rise it im- 
ports them empty. Its foreign competitors 
pay no tariff whatever, because their bhotiles 
enter the Saoretat filled with lysol. Briefly. 
the Irish manufacturers of lysol are handi- 
capped to the extent of about 15 per cent. 
owing to the bottle tax. I could cite several 
other similar instances. 

In short, the tariff on the type of bottles in 
question serves no useful purpose, is detri- 
mental to. several Saorstat manufacturers, and

The Dublin Concert Hall. 

It is now nearly four years since an 
effort was begun to secure for the capital 
of the Free State a civic hall, in which 
functions like the annual celebration of 
the Feis -Geoil 7 could” be Held. Dublin 
prides itself on a long record as a musical 
city, and that its people love music may 
be seen by the fact that operatic com- 
panies always can attract crowded houses 
a month, while merely theatrical 
companies seldom are welcomed for 
longer ‘‘runs’’ than a week. Purely 
musical interludes in ordinary entertain- 
ments always draw from a Dublin 
audience special applause and demands 
repeated ‘‘encores,’’ which are not 
always welcome to the wunmusical 
minority. Nevertheless, the fund in- 
augurated in 1924 for the provision of a 
fitting concert hall received, in donations 
and guarantees, a total sum of less than 
£3,000, or an average subscription of 
twopence a head from the population. 
The moneys received now will be returned 
to the donors; for the organisers of the 
project have abandoned it in despair. 
We believe, however, that despair is not 
wholly justified, and that it is the diffi- 
culty inherent in the nature of the appeal 
that has frustrated the good work. of the 
If the contemplated hall were

public would. hasten to relieve it of debt. 
Perhaps, the organisers have been pre- 
cipitate in their surrender. Dublin’s 
recent Civic Week revealed an encourag- 
ing revival of pride in the Free State 
capital, and, with the general economic 
revival which we believe to be at hand, 
projects. of reconstruction ought to re- 
ceive more liberal support.

The Brontosaurus. 


A big-game hunting expedition is busv¥ 


in Central Africa, under the leadership of 
Iaeutenant-Colonel H. F. Fenn. Part of 
the purpose of the expedition is to make 
cinematograph films of gorillas in the un- 
explored depths of the Belgian Congo, and 
to secure a full-grown male gorilla for the 
Natural History Museum in London. 
Colonel Fenn, howéver, as reported in 
Chambers’s Journal, says that “the 
most thrilling part’’ of the undertaking 
will be the “ attempt to solve the long- 
existing problem of certain unknown 
species of animals which. the natives say, 
live in unexplored areas.” These cautious 
words allude td,tbe report that there 
dwells in Lake €dward’ a monster called 
the irizima, or ‘ihe thing that may not 
be spoken of,’’ so immense that it is as 
large as ten elephants: The jritima is 
said to live.in marshes, and to resemble a 
gigantic hippopotamus, having a neck and 
head. like a snake, and leaving such a 
track as an old Boer trek-wagon, drawn by 
twenty oxen, would make “if. its wheels 
were removed.

IN PHOENIX PARK 
YESTERDAY. 
AN IMPRESSION. 

Nine crowded years have passed since 
the news of the armistice on the Western 
front released a shattered world from the 
bondage of war. Europe has changed 
vastly since that fevered day, and Ireland, 
perhaps, has changed most of all. Yet, 
as the years lengthen and the memories 
of that fateful struggle recede, November 
llth, for a few short hours, bridges the 
gap as if time had stood still, and before 
an empty grave Ireland, “in grateful 
reverence, holds silent communion with 
her dead. \ 

The sun was shining brightly in the 
Phoenix Park yesterday when the heart- 
stirring notes of the “ Last Post ' pierced 
the morning air, and a great hush fell on 
the multitude that had gathered to pay 
homage to the fallen. Away in the 
distance a siren hooted mournfully; the 
hum of an aeroplane, glittering in a 
brilliant sky, faded into oblivion, and 
for those two poignant minutes there was 
silence. 

THE ROUGH-HEWN CROSS. 

Every year this simple little ceremony 
seems to become more impressive and more 


sacred. 
the marks of war; a tall, soldierly figure 
before it with bent head; row upon row 
of veterans, who know what it is to look 
death bravely in the face, and behind them 
thousands of humble citizens, drawn 
together from every class and every creed, 
listening in that, awful stillness to the 
steady ‘tramp of miarching men beyond a 
deathless grave. That isall. There is no 
pomp; no circumstance; nothing but a 
proud memory, shared by the highest and 
the lowliest in the land. 

The leaves are falling in the Park, and 
their faint rustle is like a whisper from 
the other side. For those few moments 
one is back again with the friends and 
comrades who have crossed the border, 
back to the days when the world seemed 
young, and war, with its early glamour, 
was a great adventure. Can it be thirteen 
years since the bugles called to battle, 
thirteen years of strife and toiling, of 
hope and disappointment, of pain and 
yearning? And now everything is still. 

The éveille brings the heavy years 
tumbling back. Again a river siren 
sends its long wail across the city, and 
the soaring aeroplane undulates grace- 
fully in the heavens. For the first time 
one picks out the roar of a motor engine 
somewhere out near the Ashtown Gate, 
and after that brief pause life once more 
moves on. 

Deep emotions find vent in the swelling 
bars of the National Anthem, sung by 
thirty thousand voices. Generals, 
privates, peers and labourers stand to at- 
tention as in days that are gone. 


A PITIFUL PROCESSION. 

Soon the base of the Cross is covered 
with a mass of wreaths—flowers of every 
colour: blue, white, gold and crimson ; 
but, above all, laurels: and poppies, 
symbols of glory and grief. It is all 
over. Company. after company, bearing 
their standards and wearing their shining 
medals, the ex-Service men march past 
the Cross that is the headstone of fifty 
thousand Irish graves. Bands crash out 
the old war-time tunes that we all knew 
so well, while the men who fought and 
lived march back to their jobs in factory, 
workshop and office.

As one drives back to the crowded 
city, through streets that are thronged 
with bustling life, the war and all that 
it meant to Ireland seem very far away. 
Young men and women, who knew nothing 
o! those sorrowful days, watch, with won- 
dering eyes, the stalwart ranks of the 
Legion as they swing along the road. 
They are happy in their youth, happy in 
the sunshine of a perfect autumn day ; 
but, for all that, they have missed some- 


thing.

PRINCE’S SPEECH HEARD 
BY MILLIONS, 

The Prince of Wales had a rousing 
reception at the great Remembrance 
festival at the Roya] Albert Hall, London, 
from an audience of ten thousand, in- 
cluding ex-Service men and women. His 
entrance was greeted with the singing of 
the National Anthem, and for ‘‘ He’s a 
Jolly Good Fellow,” followed by deafen- 
ing. cheers. The proceedings, which 
) included selections by the bands of the 
Grenadier Guards and Scots Guards, and 
community singing of popular war airs, 
were transmitted to an overflow audience 
in Hyde Park by loud speakers, and broad- 
casted throughout the British Empire and 
to America. 


A CHANGED MEANING. 

The Prince, descending to the platform 
from his box after the singing, said that 
they celebrated their first Armistice Day— 
of which this was the ninth anniversary— 
with rejoicing as marking the end of a 
long period of strain and struggle, sorrow 
anl glory, the like of which they prayed 
God they might never endure again, 

Nobody could doubt that Armistice Day 
still held for all as deep a meaning as 
ever, but all would agree that, with the 
passing of time, the expression of that 
meaning had changed. Once a day of re- 
joicing, Armistice Day was now one of 
remembrance, the full sum of which 
neither he nor anyone could express in 
words. i 

“H,' he declared, “we are to save our- 
selves, and those that come after us, from 
a renewal in an even more frightful form 
of all that we suffered in the Great War, 
we must, by our every action, in our every- 
day conversation, and even in our very 
thoughts, seek peace and ensue it. 

‘“They could remémber, too, that if they 
had a duty to the dead they had one also 
to the living, and whatever the luck of 
he who survived the battles—whether he 
had fared better or worse—he was no less 
their comrade and friend. 


THE VITAL SPOT. 

“We can remember that this great 
Empire, for whose honour and existence 
we fought, is alive, and that comradeship 
is its vital spot. Only in such remem- 
brance can we redeem the sacrifices of all 
those who served the name and cause of 
Britain in that great time of trial.” 

At the end of the Prince’s speech 
“Onward, Christian Soldiers’’ was sung, 
and the Bishop of London offered a prayer. 
There was afterwards a torchlight pro- 
cession to the Cenotaph, where a wreath 
was laid. Trumpeters sounded '' The Last 
Post ” and the Réveille, and “ Abide With 
Me ” and the National Anthem were sung. 

The audience included a party of Irish 
ex-Service men, who came to London on 
the invitatifm of the Irish Guards. 


AT THE CENOTAPH. 

— Shortly before the torchlight proces- 
sion arrived at the Cenotaph, the Prince 
of Wales, Mr. Winston Churchill and 
others appeared at the lower end of White- 
hall.

From Our POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 

I am informed that the amount, date 
and terms of issue of the new Free State 
Loan have now been decided by the 
Government. 

The amount, according to my inlorma- 
tion, is £7,000,000, the date of issue about 
the 29th of the present month, and the 
terms virtually the same as those of the 


1924 issue. 

The prospectus of the 1924 issue was pub- 
lished on the 24th November three years 
ago. The amount was £10,000,000, the 
price £95 per cent. and the interest £5 
per cent., the remaining terms, in brief, 
being :— 

Dividends payable without deduction of 
income tax at the source; 

Stock redeemable at par between 51st 
December, 1935, and 1st December, 1945; 

Listed as Trustee Stock in the Free 
State ; 

Principal and interest to be a charge 


on the Central Fund; 
Issue in multiples of £10 for the benefit 


of small investors. 

From the date of issue in November, 
1924, to the end of that year the Loan 
stood at 90; in the following year it 
ranged between 913 and 98, and this year 
it touched both its highest and its lowest 
points. At the begining of 1927 it ranged 
from 95; to 1007. Early in the spring it 
reached 102, topping the British War Loan 
for several days. It subsequently fel] this 
year to 94}, and yesterday it stood 
at 963. 


ANOTHER TARIFF DEBATE. 

With the disposal of the tariff resolu- 
tions, and even of the Finance Bill (intro- 
duced yesterday) in which they are 
embodied, it does not by any means fallow 
that the Dail will be permitted to lose 
interest in the all-absorbing subject of 
Protection. 

Lest there might be any belief to the 
contrary, Mr. Sean Lemass has given 
notice of his intention to move the follow- 
ing motion next Wednesday :— 

“ That, the Dail is of opinion that the 
Tariff Commission, as at present constituted, 
is unsuited for dealing expeditiously with ap- 
plications received for the imposition of tariffs, 
and should be replaced by a Commission, con- 
sisting of five members, who should have a 
knowledge of agricultural and industrial con- 
ditions (of whom one should be a qualified 
accountant), appointed by the Executive 
Council with the approval of the Dail, and to 
hold office for a stated period; 

“That the Commission thus constituted 
should have power to investigate the condi- 
tions existing in any industry in regard to 
its need for protection against foreign compe- 
tition, and should make recommendations to 
the Executive Council as to how the benefits 
derived from the measure of protection 
afforded to any trade can be shared by the 
consumers ; 

“That for the purposes of its inquiries the 
Commission should be empowered to enforce 
the attendace of witnesses, and to eXamine 
them on oath; and, 

“That the Commission report to the Execu- 
tive Council, which shall publish such reports 
within three months of their presentation, if 
so requested by the Commission.

Asmistice Day was celebrated throughout 
the United States to-day with the usual two 
minutes’ silence and the decoration and -un- 
veiling of memorials. President Coolidge 
placed a large wreath on the grave of the 
Unknown Soldier at Washington, and Mrs. 
Coolidge placed a single white rose. 

In New York the outstanding ceremony 
took place at the Monument of Eternal Light, 
where Mayor Walker addressed a large 
patriotic gathering. 

The Duke of Connaught attended the 
Service at Beaulieu Church, and afterwards 
‘headed a procession of the congregation to 
the local war memorial, where he made a 
speech and laid .. wreath. 

Last night's reception of the London 
Armistice Day programme was picked up at 
Melbourne and re-broadcasted. 

The party of over 200 members of the “' Old 
Contemptibles’ Associations’’ matched to the 
Mons War Memorial. where a _ brief 
ceremony, opening with the singing 
of the British, Bélgian and French 
Anthems, was held. The two minutes’ 
silence was observed in the cemetery, where 
several huadreds of British heroes lie buried. 
A visit was subsequently paid to the Irish 
cross, erected at the spot where the British 
Army first went into action. ; 

After the solemn two minutes' silence at 
Karachi, a procession was formed to the 
Baluch Memorial Cenotaph, where the Viceroy 
took the salute at the march past. 

A convict choir and orchestra led the sing- 
ing of Kipling’s ' Lest we Forget”’ by a 
gathering of prisoners around the Cenotaph 
outside ais Hill Prison (Isle of Wight). 
They wore poppies bought out of their 
savings. A convict bugler sounded the ‘‘Last 
Post”? and Réveille, and another convict laid 
a wreath on Newport Military Memorial. 

Nowhere was the silence more rigidly ob- 
served than in the coal mines of Leicester- 
shire, where all machinery was Mg +e and 
lights extinguished, the only light being the 
glimmer of a safety lamp here and there. 

After unveiling Edinburgh's Stone of 
Remembrance, Prince Henry motored to the 
Royal Soldiers’ Home at Redford Barracks. 

Cambridge undergraduates proved such 
ood salesmen that scarcely a person was. to 
seen in the streets without the emblem. 
They raised considerable sums by means of 
piano organs and trails of pence on the pave- 
ments. 

After having stood to attention at his home 
for the two minutese’ silence at Bath, Mr. 
Leonard Penny, a commission agent, col- 
lapsed when a maroon was fired, and died 
before a doctor could reach the house. 

The British warships at Portsmouth paraded 
ships’ companies for the two minutes’ silence. 
Officers and men stood to attention, with caps 
off, and flags were half-masted. 

Thousands of people gathered last night on 
the cliffs at Folkestone in order to witness 
the lighting of remembrance flares on both 
the English and French side of the Channel. 
The French flare on the cliff near Boulogne 
could not be seen owing to bad visibility. 

At Buckie (Banffshire) Coastguard Station 
the Union Jack was flown full-mast, instead 
of half-mast, and the coastgnards, after 
standing at attention behind the flagstaff, 
cast a wreath into the Moray Firth. 

Lady ‘Haig, as President of the local 
women’s section of the British Legion, per- 
sonally superintended the Poppy Day collec- 
tion at Galashiels, and, with the Countess of 
Haddington, visited a number of the mills. 

The two minutes’ silence. was kept on the 
White Star liner Majesti¢ as she was coming 
up Spithead.

been on no. very firm foundation, is 
devoting rather more attention to the 
demands of agriculture than its pre- 
decessors, and it is significant that the 
Minister of Food stated some time; ago in: 
a public speech that the hands of the 
Government would be freer with regard to 
foreign policy if agriculteral interests 
were propitiated. But the tendency is 
still to expect farmers to work out their 
own. salvation in circumstances where this 
is often impossible, and, though the Reieh 
promises to help those who help them- 
selves, agriculturists would like to see the 
initiative taken by the Government. ' 


FACTORY AND FARM. 

Herr Steiger, the Prussian: Minister of 
Agriculture, stated in a speech at a large 
agricultural exhibition at Dortmund that, 
owing to the Treaty of Versailles—which 
was an edict of might—Prussia had been 
robbed of large tracts of agricultural 
country. .In consequence of this it had 
become necessary to increase the yield of 
the soil. and to introduce improved 
methods of cattle-breeding. Schemes for 
the exploitation of waste lands and moors 
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must also be undertaken. “The State was 
exerting every effort to ‘assist in these 
matters, but agriculturists must -eschew 
their conservative habits and do something 
for themselves.. This is typical of the 
sort of statements which are constantly 
being made by Prussian’ and Reich 
Ministers, but they hardly go to pacify 
agrarian opposition, nor do the extracts: 
published in the French Piess create a 
desirable impression abroad. 

The. discussions at the World Economic} 
Conference in Geneva did much to focus 
attention on the inter-dependence of 
industry -and agriculture, and in few 
countries has this factor been studied so 
deeply as in Germany. Statistics show 
that the absorption by a flourishing -azri- 
cultural industry of machinery, artificial 
manures, and other purely ‘‘ industrial ”’ 
products. amounts to enormous sums 


to be worth while for industry proper to 
sacrifice a few principles here and there 
in the interests of agriculture in order to 
obtain this, additional business The 
tendency at preserit, however,’ is to float 
large foreign loans in order to further 
industrial exports, and the fate of German 
agriculture still hangs in the balance. 

It is also probably accurate to state that 
if one-third of the money which is being 
borrowed abroad by German municipali- 
ties for schemes such as the construction 
of sports stadiums and green parks were 
devoted to agriculture this sorely-tried 
industry would have an excellent chance 
of recuperation. Germany ought to be 
agriculturally self-supporting. 


WHEAT VERSUS RYE. 

The area of the German Reich: is to-day 
468,718 square kilometres. . The popula- 
tion in June, 1925, wads 62.6 millions as 
against 57.8 millions in 1910. The increase 
is due mainly to the influx from the pre- 
war colonies and from Poland, the Saar 
and Alsace-Lorraine. The area of Ger- 
‘mauy' before the war was 540;847 square 
kilometres. It will be seen, therefore, 
that, while the population has increased, 
the area of the country has decreased. Of 
the present population about one-third 
lives on the land, while. two-thirds are 
concentrated in the towns. Imports of 
agricultural produce show a lamentable 
increase on exports. In 1925 the value of 
imported agricultural products was 4.15 
milliards of Reich marks, the value of 
exports only 0.53 milliards. In 1913 agri- 
cultural imports totalled 3.08 milliards 
and -exports 1.07 milliards. Milk and 
butter imports increased from 195.8) 
million. marks in 1913 to 588.7 million 
marks in 1925. Meat, including hams 
and sausages, increased from 81.4 million 
marks in 1913 to 285 million marks in 
1925. The import figure for eggs increased 
by about 43 per cent. in the same period. 
These figures are sufficient to show the 
parlous .state of German agricniture. 
What steps are being taken and what 
policy is contemplated in order to remedy 
present conditions ! 

Care is being taken,. by means of 
various types of propaganda, to make the 
general public appreciate the state of 
affairs; for, in some respects, the public 
can. help. It is a fact, for instance, 
that the quantity of wheat and rye yielded 
by the 1926 harvest could not only have 
supplied the whole nation with bread, but 
actually exceeded requirements by 24.2 Ibs. 
per head of population. In spite of this, 
vast quantities of wheat were imported 
from abroad. This was due to the fact 
that considerably less than half of ‘the 
German yield is composed of wheat, and 
the demand for white bread is very great. 
“ Eat rye bread “ is, therefore, a slogan 


and, at the same time; as much wheat as 
possible is being sown in order to satisíy 
the demands of impenitent consumers.

session in January “of the sixth year.” 

Only the general lines of the reform 
have been made public, but these are 
sufficient to give ‘a clear idea of how the 
future Fascist Parliament will be com- 
posed. Universal suffrage, which was in- 
troduced in Italy by Signor Giolitti in 


present Coalition’ Government, which has 1913.16 to come to an end, and the right 
ito vote 


is to be restricted to certain 
classes of the population. The new Par- 
liament is to» be composed of 400 
members—a reduction of 160—and the 
choice of candidates is to be made by the 
Fascist Grand Council. The thirteen big 
confederations of employers and workmen 
will submit to the Grand Council a list of 
candidates, and this body will decide on 
the merits of eacn candidate, taking into 
consideration not only his. personal 
qualities and merits, but the interests of 
the confederation he will eventually repre- 
sent in Parliament, as well as the 
“general and superior interests of. the 
nation and of the régime.”’ 


OTHER CANDIDATES. 

The Grand Council, moreover, will also 
choose candidates other than those sub- 
mitted for, its approval by the Fascist 
confederations, among them being repre- 
sentatives of those organisations which, 
although not strictly Fascist in character, 
' move within the orbit of the régime.”’ 

The complete Jist will be presented to 
the nation as a whole, and the country, 
for the purposes of election, will be con- 
sidered as a single constituency. The pro- 
portion between the candidates presented 
by the Fascist Federations and the other 
candidates chosen directly by the Grand 
Council, as well as the functions of the 
new Chamber, will be fixed later. 

Under the new plan the electoral body 
will not be the same that elected the last 
four Parliaments, but “ only those whoon 
the basis of their ryndicalist contribution 
show themselves to be active elements in 
the life of the nation, as well as the other 
classes which have not been considered by 
the law of collective labour contracts, but 
are useful to the nation as a whole,” have 
the right to vote 


THE SENATE. 

As for the Senate, the idea of having 
elected members has been abandoned, and 
its constitution, save for some minor re- 
forms dealing with its internal functions, 
will not be changed. The next Parlia- 
ment will also serve as an experiment, and 
will test the political capacity of the 
Fascist-Syndicalist Associations. If the 
experiment prove successful the creation 
of a “typical and exclusive form of 
national corporative representation’ will 
be considered. There will be no official 
opposition as exists in parliamentary in- 
stitutions in other countries; for not only 
have all the opposition parties in Italy 
been suppressed, but the country will only 
be asked to vote for a single list of candi- 
dates previously chosen by the Fascist 
Grand Council.

“How to appreciate great music " (with
